For the first time since “71, foreign 
enrollment at U.S. colleges falls

For decades, America has 
enjoyed ever-increasing numbers of 
international students attending its 
colleges and universities. But last 
year, fallout from the war on terror 
helped drive the number down for 
the first time since 1971, a survey 
released Wednesday stated. 

The number of students studying 
in the United States fell 2.4 percent, to 
572,509, the Institute of International 
Education reported in its annual 
Open Doors survey. 

“We've suffered and it looks 
like we are going to continue to 
suffer a further decline in foreign 
student enrollment this year because 
we've made it too hard to get into 
the country,” said Victor Johnson, 


associate executive director of 
public policy for the Association 
of International Educators in 
Washington. 


“T think it’s recognized now by 


most people in our government that 
it’s time to step back from some of 
those measures which were put in 
place on an emergency basis after 
9/11. We need to fine-tune them a 
little so they continue to serve the 
function of screening out people 
we don’t want to let in but they 
don’t have such a negative effect on 
legitimate people.” 

Peggy Blumenthal, vice 
president for educational services 
for the Institute of International 
Education, said the government 
had straightened out some of the 
problems by the summer, but the 
improvements aren't reflected in the 
surveys. 

Some of the areas that sent fewer 
students in 2003-04 were southern 
Africa, down 11.2 percent; Southeast 
Asia, down 7.4 percent; the Middle 
East, down 8.5 percent; and Europe, 
down 5 percent. 

Students from the Mideast 
and students who want to study 
science are required to go through 


more strenuous background checks 


as part of their visa applications, 


said Blumenthal, of the Institute of | 


International Education. The checks 
sometimes have taken months, she 
said, which probably has contributed 
to the decreases in those student 
populations. 

While the U.S. has made it harder 
for potential students to gain entry, 
she said, other countries became more 
aggressive about attracting students. 
Britain and Australia in particular are 
drawing more students, she said. 

Johnson, of the Association of 
International Educators, said his 
organization thinks international 
organizations and the — federal 
government should put together 
a strategy to recruit international 
students. 

Even after the visa process is 
streamlined, Johnson said, the 
perception that getting into the U.S. 
is difficult probably will remain. 
Overcoming that obstacle will take a 
pro-active effort. 


Bethsaida Project 
has new addition 
in showcase

UNO’s Bethsaida 
Excavations Project now 
has several stones on 


display from the Temple 
Mount of Jerusalem's King 
Herod the Great. 

The three stones are 
part of a new exhibit in 
the Arts and Science Hall, 
room 343. 

“This is kind of an 
outreach to draw attention 
to our archeological project 


at UNO,” said Steve 
Reynolds. 
Reynolds is the 


archivist for the Bethsaida 
Project, which has been 
going on at UNO since 
1987, While this exhibit is 
not from the Bethsaida site, 
nor UNOexcavations, ithas 
great historical significance 
and does draw attention to 
what UNO is doing, while 
also sharing displays from 
other universities. 

In addition to 
three stones, there is a 
collection of oil lamps 
that date back from the 
Middle Bronze Age to the 
Byzantine Christian Age. 
They were donated on loan 
from Trinity College and 
are featured in three cases 
along with the exhibit. 

The stones came from 
the Field Museum of 
Chicago. 

“They were done with 

exhibit and wanted 
to send them back to 
the Israeli Antiquities 
Authority,” said Reynolds, 
“but there was no room 
there. We wanted to get 
them here, and they sent 
them.”

Omaha marks — the 
second stop for these 
ancient rocks on their first 
tour outside of Israel, The 
stones were unearthed at 
the Temple Mount in the 
1980's. They came from a 
destruction zone that dates 
back to the year 70 C.E.

The biggest draw to see 
the exhibits is that it dates 
back to biblical times. The 
story of Jesus of Nazareth 
and the moneychangers a!

I am a rib sandwich connoisseur. 
Although they’te messy and sometimes 
hard to eat, those two facts don’t matter.

I couldn’t wait to get my 
food because behind the counter, there was 
a load of ribs already on the grill.

Is the Smoke Pit really as good 
people say itis, or is it just another hyped up 
barbecue place, you ask?

UNO reaches out to Native American 
community with a variety of programs

WhileonlylessthanonepercentofUNO’s 
student population is of Native American 
descent, these students are immensely 
important in order to promote diversity 
and cultural understanding. UNO’s Native 
American Studies Department, directed by 
Carolyn Fiscus, also plays a significant role 
in the recruitment and cultural education of 
Native American society. 

Currently, both graduate and 
undergraduate students can minor in Native 
American Studies, but the department is 
working to establish a major in this area of 
study. 

“Five years ago when | came to UNO, 
there were only 45 Native American students 
registered at UNO,” said Fiscus. “We now 
have 75 students enrolled, and graduate 
about four to five students a semester who 
have minor in Native American Studies.” 

When Fiscus arrived at UNO, she began 
to research why the number of students 
attending the University was so low 
compared with the numbers that currently 
make up the population of the Omaha- 
Metro area. 

“When | began looking into the 
community | found several reasons for the 
low numbers of Native American Students,” 
said Fiscus. “One of the major reasons was 
that many [Native American] students were 
not graduating from high school, so | began 
to look at this and found it to be a very 
complicated, multi-layered problem. One of 
the problems is the funding of the schools 
themselves. Omaha ranks amongst the 
lowest school districts in the state and when 
kids come from a poverty lifestyle and walk 
into poverty in the schools, it leads to social 
issues and dropout. We know that many oF 
the students are coming from families that 
are at the poverty level because 85 percent 
of the 800 [Native American] students in 
the OPS system are on the free or reduced 
lunch program. Poverty sets up all sorts 


of roadblocks ranging from problems of 
identity to poor school preparation.” 

To try and break through some of 
the educational barriers that many Native 
American students face in the public school 
system, organizations such as the Nebraska 
Native American Outreach Program have 
been established. 

NNAOP was established in 1997 
from the NASA Nebraska Space grant and 
EPSCoR Programs at UNO. NNAOP has 
been highly successful at its main objective of 
increasing the interest and ability of math and 
science in Native American Students. The 
program offers competitions, regional and 
national presentations, and has formulated 
administrative leadership conferences. 

UNO. has also hired ten Native 
American professors in the Arts and Sciences 
department in various subject areas, which 
according to Fiscus, has done a lot to break 
down barriers and stereotypes. “Most of the 
professors live in the community and pass 
out information about the Native American 
Stuclies Program to their students, showing 
that Native American Culture is not just 
beads, braids and feathers.” 

In recognition of Native American 
Heritage month, UNO is offering a variety of 
different programs and exhibits throughout 
the month, Presentations on astrological 
native lore, art and culture and a ghost dance 
will be held, as well as a play on Nov. 20, 
entitled “Clueless and Clark.” 

The Native American Art Exhibit, which 
was available until late afternoon on Nov. 8, 
illustrated a variety of artwork from the 
Native American culture. 

“The exhibits were breathtaking and 
reminded me of a by-gone era that is 
important to remember and study,” said 
Junior Kyle Kolina. “I find Native American 
culture quite fascinating, especially spiritual 
and religious practices and am happy to see 
that the university takes interest in Native 
American culture by offering classes and 
activities.”

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Understand the importance of body language

Communication takes many forms: 
There's written communication in the 
form of letters, memos and technical 
documentation. Then there’s verbal 
communication, or talking. There is 
another form of communication, one 
that frequently gets ignored: Non- 
verbal communication, also known as 
body language. 

This is especially important during 
an interview. Here's why: 

The old expression says that vou 
only have one chance to make a good 
first impression, and that is exactly 
what happens to a job seeker during 
an interview. 

Let’s take a common scenario: 
You are scheduled to interview with a 
recruiter or hiring manager for a great 
position. You researched the company 
thoroughly, arrived for the interview 
10 minutes early with extra resumes in

*Enter the room like you own the 
room. Sounds a little strange, doesn’t 
it? 1 can’t tell you how many times 
a candidate entered my office either 
looking down or away from me. One 
woman was even looking out the 
window. 

When you meet a recruiter or 
hiring manager for the first time, hold 
your head up high, make excellent eye 
contact and smile! I love a candidate 
who is probably really nervous, but 
who can manage to smile anyway. A 
smile is contagious, and | find myself 
smiling back. 

eA handshake is another skill

Fans have been speculating that NIN 
had been working on a new album, 
but nothing had been confirmed by 
Reznor in quite some time. All that 
speculation turned to confirmation on 
an afternoon in early May, when fans 
noticed that the nin.com site had been 
drastically redesigned and updated 


with new information for the first time 


years. 

Reznor had posted information 
about the new album he’s working 
on (initially titled Bleedthrough, a name 
which was later dropped), as well as 
answers to a lot of fans’ questions.

Tient Reznor and band Nine Inch Nails have fans bracing for 
new material, whiclt is slated to hit stores in early 2005, Reznor 
said the next album will be “minimal and a bit brutal.” 


But most enticing to fans was the 
information regarding new material 
(something that NIN fans have 
learned to wait patiently for over the 
years). While Reznor’s new album still 
remains unnamed, he hopes it will hit 
stores sometime in early 2005. 

Reznor informed fans that the 
new album—produced by himself— 
would be entirely monophonic; that 
is, without chords. Fans were also 
surprised to see ex-Nirvana drummer 
and Foo Fighters frontman Dave Grohl 


laying down drum tracks forthe album 
(as witnessed via the studio webcam 
linked to the site). Reznor has said 
that the new album will be “minimal 
and a bit brutal,” as compared to his 
other works. Reznor also said that 
“extensive” touring would follow the 
release of the record. 

Also on the plate is a re-released 
deluxe edition of 1994’s The Downward 
Spiral. This two-disc set will feature 
TDS remixed in Dolby 5.1, along with 
a second disc filled with unreleased 
tracks and b-sides. The release date for 
this album is set for Nov. 23. 

Early next year, we'll also see 
the re-release of the Closure video set 
on DVD. Previously only available 
on VHS, this re-release (full of live 
performances, music videos and 
behind-the-scenes stuff) is said to 
feature over 90 minutes of additional 
footage not seen in the original. Fans 
are hoping that Reznor may even 
include the infamous “Broken” video, 
a snuff-like video featuring the torture 
and murder of a man set against the 
music from the Broken album. This 
video has never been officially released 
and has only been traded amongst 
fans who have somehow obtained a 
bootleg copy. 

The last six months has been big 
for NIN, even though we still haven't 
seen anything new hit stores yet. But 
Reznor’s fans have learned to wait 
over the years, and they've come to 
realize that when it comes to Nine Inch 

Nails, it’s usually worth that wait.

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The Brit is back: Zellweger reprises Bridget Jones

Three years after starring in 


Bridget Jones's Diary, Renee Zellweger 
found slipping back into the role of 
the titular British singleton for the 
sequel challenging beyond the much 
ballyhooed weight gain. 

For Bridget Jones: The Edge of Reason, 
the Texan actress, who has slimmed 
back down and sports a brunette hairdo, 
admits that she had difficulty relearning 
Bridget’s signature quirky way of 
speaking. 

“Tt was like starting over again,” 
says the actress. “I was terrified of it 
because it was something, that evolved 
and became very colloquial in a very 
specific way last time. | had (voice and 
dialect coach) Barbara Berkery there 
every day saving, ‘No, that was too 
precise. Shushier, slushier,’ because 
Bridget has kind of a lispy thing that 
she does.” 

Despite her struggles re-creating the 
British accent, Zellweger has won the 
heart of the istand nation for embodying 
the plucky protagonist. 

“Tthink the truth is if anything we 
consider Renee Zellweger a national 
treasure. | do not think that we have 
given her up to you lot,” says director 
Beeban Kidron toa roomful of American 
reporters. “f think that we think that she 


is English and that she’s our treasure.” 

Edge of Reason picks up several 
weeks after the original Bridget Jones left 
off, with Bridget (Zellweger) enjoying 
a blissful relationship—complete with 
many shags—with the very proper 
lawyer Mark Darcy (Colin 
Firth). Being Bridget, 
however, she soon 
loses her man, fouls 
up her job and 
even lands in a 
Thai prison before 
she gets her happy 
ending. 

To reprise the 
critically acclaimed 
role, Zellweger hac 
tocome to terms with 
Bridget’s seemingly 
desperate — actions, 
especially when, 
after having only 
dated six weeks, 
she demands. that 
Darey reveal whether 
or not he'd consider 
marrying her. 

“V think it becomes 
pretty evident that: she 
knows thatshe’s madvabig mistake there. 
And that not only is it unreasonable, but 
it probably might have been the catalyst 
to the end of this relationship for having 
terrified the man with the outburst,”

Lords of the ring: Alicia, Usher

They're shrill, synthetic and can last less 
than 20 seconds. But music fans can’t get 
enough of those jingling ringtones. 

Want proof? Billboard magazine this 
week introduced the first Top 20 “Hot 
Ringtones” chart. It says a lot about what 
kind of listeners favor phone-friendly 
serenades and just how popular those tunes 
have become, 

The inaugural top ringy-dingy choice 
goes to... drumroll... “My Boo” by Usher and 
Alicia Keys. 

TEinspired 97,000 purchases last week. 

By contrast, the No. [legal song 
download of the week—U2's “Vertigo” — 
drew 25,000 buyers. 

Ringtones are outselling legit) song 
downloads by more than 3 to 1, even though 
those nagging tones tend to cost almost twice 
as much ($1.99 versus a buck) and don’t give 
the listener the actual tune, only a rinky-dink 
imitation. 

According to Billboard chart ezar Geoff 
Mavfield, the magazine started tallying 
ringtone purchases because “it's a very 
Important new revenue stream for. the 
industry.” 

The mobilemusic market adds up to 
roughly $300 million in’ the United States 
so far according to Maytield. Four million 
cansumers are said to be “active” users, 
meaning they switch their ringtone at 
least once a month. Tens of millions are 
“occasional” users — those who tend to stick 
with the same tone for a six month period. 
Internationally, the market for ringtones is 
$3.1 billion. 

In contrast’ to) games and other 
information services available on cell phones, 
“everyone has some kind of ringtone, and 
most people want to choose theirs,” according 
to Adam Zawel, a wireless analyst for the 
Yankee Group. 


And Mayfield expects a second growth 
spurt when the industry rolls out its next 
innovation — “mastertones,” featuring, the 
actual recording rather than today’s sonic 
mimic. 

Europe and Japan are ahead on 
mastertone technology, but some American 
cell phones allow their owners to download 
songs directly from their players, letting them 
make their own ringtones. 

Mayfield says another reason Billboard 
decided to highlight ringtones is that “they 
offer an indication of just how vital music 
remains in the minds of consumers.” 

After all, by purchasing a ringtone 
you're showing your identification with an 
artist or song, ‘The service gives fans a quick, 
if strident, way of announcing their musical 
taste to the world. A purchase also means that 
the listener wants to hear a given song over 
and over again, 

According, to: Michael Gartenberg, a 
technology analyst for Jupiter Research, this 
trendmeasurestheinereasing”“ personalization 
of the cell phone. [thas become such a part of 
peoples’ lives that the No. 1 thing they want 
with them when they go out is a cell phone. 
And the No. 1 thing they want to do when 
they’re outside is make a phone call.” 

The data for Billboard’s Hot Ringtones 
chart come froma wide variety of distributors 
and wireless carriers-enough, according to 
the magazine, to cover more than 90 percent 
of the American market. 

The most popular ringtones in the US. 
now come overwhelmingly from the world 
of hip-hop, which indicates the youthful 
market for singing, cell phones. 

Believe it not, the No. 13 ‘Top Ringtone is 
Vanilla lee’s reviled old “Ice lee Baby.” 

‘The only non-hip-hop song in the ‘Top 
Five is the theme from John Carpenter's 
movie “Halloween,” no doubt in deference 
to the season. The selection says something 
telling about ringtone choices: 

They’ re impulsive and fleeting, 


says Zellweger. “But she never fails to 
trudge forward and to believe that she’s 
gonna be fine and she always moves on. 

That's strength to me.” 
Besides the character work, 
the petite actress also had_ physical 
challenges to meet. The fair-skinned 
Zellweger pokes fun at herself 
for her sensitivity to the sun, 
which became problematic 
while shooting in Thailand. 
Although castmate Hugh 
Grant describes her work 
ethic as “redoubtable,” 
he was appalled by the 
{ lengths she took to protect 

\ her skin. 
“She's got this thing 
: that she believes the sun 
will make her skin come 
up in boils and peel off 
her bones,” Grant explains.

straight into the front door of a shop. 

The modest actress makes light of 
her risky behavior, though, and instead 
praises the cameraman who mimicked 
each of her stunts — while skiing 
backwards.

This will be the third straight trip to the 
NCAAII tournamentforCoachDon Klosterman 
and the Mavericks. UNO finished second in 
2002 and third in 2003. The Mavs are 102-233 in 
Klosterman’s six seasons as coach. 


Volleyball 
The UNO volleyball team (15-9/5-5), 


currently in fifth place in the NCC standings, 
will close out the 2004 regular season on the road 
when they travel to ninth-ranked Minnesota- 
Duluth (204/8-2) for a 7 p.m. match tonight 
The Mavericks will then head to Mankato, 
Minn. for a 7 p.m. match at Minnesota State (9- 
16/2-8) on Saturday. 

Minnesota-Duluth is currently in first place 
in the NCC standings with an 8-2-conference 
record and a 204 overall mark. The Bulldogs are 
ranked No.9 in the latest AVCA top 25 poll and 
No. 2in the most recent NCAA II North Central 
Region rankings. 

This will the 36th meeting between 
Minnesota-Duluth and UNO, with the 
Mavericks holding a 27-8 advantage in the 
series. The Mavericks handed UMD their first 
conference loss of the season with a four-game 
win over the Bulldogs on Oct. 22 in Omaha. 

Minnesota State is currently 9-16 on the 
season and 2-8 in the NCC. The Mavericks have 
lost three out of their last four matches. 

This will the 40th meeting between 
Minnesota State and UNO, with the Mavericks 
holding a 30-9 advantage in the series, UNO 
ended a six-match losing streak against MSU 
when the Mavericks swept Minnesota State 
in three games earlier this season on Oet. 2 in 
Omaha.
